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CONSTITUTION 



AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The object of this Sodety is to educate pkms joang men for the 
gdspel miniatr]'. 

Art. I. Any person who shall subscribe and shall pay into the 
TreaenTj &t one time, one hundred dollars, and if a clergyman, fortj 
dollars, shall be on honorary member ; and shall have a right to rit 
and deliberate in all meetings of the Society. But all members bere- 
afler added to the Society, who shall be en^tled to vote, shall be 
chosen by ballot at an annual meeting. 

Art. II. A permanent fund, consisting of bequests, legacies, and 
donations, given for this special purpose, shall be formed by the 
Directors. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a President, 
Vice President] Treasurer, and Secretary, who shall also be Clerk, 
and such other officers as may be found neceaaary ; who shall contJnne 
in cilice till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. it. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, elect 
such a number of honorary Vice Presidents as they may judge ex- 
pedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, eleven 
Directors j who, together with the President and Vice President of 
the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of vi'hom shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. It shall be 
the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, by soli- 
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citinf themselvea, and by appointing and instrncling agents to Bolii»t, 
the aid requisite to achieve tie object in view. This Board shall have 
the power of appropriating all monies for the support of beneficiaries ; 
of examining and selecting candidates for patronage; of ^pointing 
committees to esamiae and recommend its applicants living in ilistant 
parts; and, generally, of transacting all business necessary for the 
furtherance of the objects of this Society, not otherwise herein provided 
Ibr. The Directors shall also keep a fut record of their proceedings 
and annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates may be aided, in each stage of 
preparatory education for the ministry ; but, except in very singular 
cases, no applicant shall be assisted, even in the first stage, who shall 
not produce, from serioas and respectable characters, unequivocal 
testimonials of hopeful piety, promising talents, and real indigence ; 
nor shall any person be continued on this foundation, whose instructor 
or instructors, except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit 
to the Directors, satisfactory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
aid from these sacred funds ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, 
after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be hb serious 
purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. : 

Art. VII. Any person who has beeo assisted by this Society, 
and whose name shall be stricken &om the list of beneficiaries, bo- 
cause of misconduct, or other deficiency in regard to the qualifications 
required by the constitmion, and the rnles of the Directors; or, who 
shall have concluded not to devote himself to the gospel ministry, shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his education, 
with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Presi- 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have power to 
call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in a. 
reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the faithful dis- 
charge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the Society in the 
safest and most productive forms ; make, payments and advances of 
money, from time to time, agreeably to the orders of the Directors; 
and annually render to the Society a written account of all receipts 
and expenditures within the year, of the amount of its funds, and of 
the manner in which they are vested -. — this account to be previously 
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ezunined and aj^iTOved, in (Ritiog, by a OiMiMiiitlee of the Society, 
annually chosen for the porpose. He ahaU alao give to tfao Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the stale of the 
Treasury. , 

Aht. X. The Society Bhall meet annually at sueh time and {dace 
as the Directors shall appoint, to elect oStccre, to hear the r^ort of 
(he Directors and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall be 
requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the Society, 
and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually one thousand dollars into the Treasury of 
this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presideata of this 
Society. 

Art. XIII, Whenever a Society shall he formed, by the inhabit- 
ants of any State or district, which shall adopt the essential principles 
of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, auch Society, upon the due notice of its existence, 
and desire of union, may be received, by a vote .of the Directors, as a 
constituent branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appointing its 
own ofGcera, includiug a Board of Directors and a Treasurer ; and 
also the right of appropriating its own funds for the assistance of 
beneficiaries, who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such assistance shall be examined by a committee 
of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Directors of this So- 
ciety, and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, preparatory to the 
ministry, under the immediate superintendence of the Directors of 
said Branch Society ; or, if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate 
may be committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be 
transmitted to the general treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of 
such Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assistance 
to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be, ex officio, 
members of this Society, and also honorary members of the Board 
of Directors. 
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Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to euptdj uiy vacuicies 
^at may occur in their own Board, w in the officers of the Society, 
tUl the next annual meeting. 

AitT. XVI. No alteration of this constitution shall be made, except 
on reeommeuda^on of the Directors, and by vote of three fourths of 
the members present, at an annual meeting ; or unless the proposed 
alteration shall have been submitted to the Society, in writing, at a > 
previous meeting.

CHAPTER I. 



or THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 



1. It is the duty of the Board of Directors to snper- jj . 
intend and to manage the prudential and executive buai- 
nes3 of the Society ; and, especially, to see that the Con- 
stitution and Rules of the Society are faithfully observed. 

2. The Board meet quarterly for the transaction of ti^^^ 
business, on the second Wednesday of January, April, """^ 
July and October, Special meetings may be called by 

the Secretary, at the written request of three Directors. 

3. Two Standing Committees shall be appointed by the „^j,^ 
Board — a Financial Committee whose duty it shall be to nnuan. 
attend to the funds, and to advise with the Treasurer om- 
ceming the investment of funds in the safest and most 
produotive forms ; and an Executive Committee whose 

duty it shall be to examine aud to discuss subjects of im- 
portance, and to report on the same to the Board ; to aflbrd 
the Secretary counsel whenever he shall request it ; and 
to perform any business during the recess of the Board, 
vhich, in their judgment, the interests of the Society may 
teqnire. They shall keep a record of all their proceed- 
ings, which record shall be read to the Board at their 
r^ar, or other meetings, for their approval. 
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Tokegpir*. 4_ The Directors ahall keep a fair record of their pro- 
port tsnniiiT. ceediDgB, and annually make report of their truuactions 

to the Society. 



CHAPTER II. 

OF THE SKCRETAKS. 

1. The Secretary shall conduct the oorreepondence ; 
keep the records of the Board and of the Esecutire Com- 
mittee ; take measuies for increasing the funds ; and do 
what he can to promote the highest prosperity and useful- 
ness of the Society. 

2. The Secretary shall pay particular attention to the 
character and qualifications of applicants for aid, and £» 
this purpose he shall be authorized to take part with Hz- 
amining Committees, whenever he can be present, in the 
examination of candidates, aa the official representative of 
this Board, and in special cases to conduct examinations 
separately. 

TosnreiHa 3. The Secretary shall be required to exercise, so far 
!!2w^ "''™~ as he shall be able, past<»:al supervision over all who are 
under the patronage of the Society ; by visiting them at 
the places where they reside, and conversing and praying 
with them individually or collectively ; by correspondence 
with them, and with their instructors ; and by any other 
means calculated to excite them to efibrt, and )o en- 
courage them to seek an elevated spirit of piety. 
To M ihat u- 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to see that the 
siuia Ks iHu- Stated or other accounts of bene&ciaries, under the patrol^ 
' age either of the Parent Society or of its Branches, are 

made out conformably to rule, and returned to the general 
office in season to be reported to the Board at each qua^ 
terly meeting. He shall also give notito of all qipro- 
priationa made by the General Society, or its Branches, 
to yonng men under patronage, and direct them how, and 
where to apply for the same. 
Tonotuy Uaet- g. The Secretary shall notify all meetings of the Board, 
and when it can be done, make an orderly arrangement 
of the business to be transacted. 
T^tt uOMt- 6, Such assistanco shall be allowed the Secretary in 
his department, as the Board shall judge to be necesauy. 
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CHAPTER m. 

OF THE TREASURER. 

1. The Treasurer sfaall take charge of the funds l>»- DatiH. 
longing to the Society, aad keep an accurate accoant of 

the same, showing the sources from which they have been 
derived, and the purposes ibr which they have been giTeu. 
He shall open a separate account with each Brancb So- 
ciety, with the Scholarship and other permaaent funds, aod 
with each Beneficiary of the Parent Society, and of the 
Branches. 

2. It sljall be the dnty of the Treasurer to invest the ''*' ™**."?'^ 
funds of the Society in the safes and most productive ™ku™m or 
forms ; but no permanent investments shall be made, or CammiUH. 
changed by hira, without the concurrence of the Finan- 
cial Ccunmittefc. 

3. No money shall be paid by the Treasurer from the raaaeatvty 
funds of the Society, without a written order from the Di- ™«urontar ' 
rectors. The following shaJl be the form in which the 
payments of accounts shall be directed. " The within 

[or above] account allowed by the Directors, and pay- 
ment ordered [adding the date] A B , Clerk. 

C D , Treasurer." 

4. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of all TouiaekMr* 
notes of young men assisted by the Parent Society and of B«MAi^riK 
its branches. Whenever, in his judgment, it may be im- 
portant to have the notes deposited for safe keeping, at the 

places where they are given, he shall have the power of 
appointing such persons as he shall judge proper, for this 
purpose, and of giving them the necessary instructions, as 
his agents. When the notes thus given shall become 
due, it shall be his duty to give seasonable notice thereof 
to the persons by whom ihey have been given, unless they 
shall have been previously cancelled,, or otherwise dis- * 
posed of by the Board. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive and take charge of do- td neem ud 
nations in clothing, and shall distribute the same agreeably tiou in dIiha- 
to directions given by the Secretary, or such other person '' 

or persons as the Executive Committee of the Board shall 
■ppdnt lor this purpose. 

6. At each quarterly meeting of the Directors, the Ta npon iba 
Treasurer shall make a report in writing on the state of raoiu. 

the fiinds, menttbning, particularly, what amount there is 
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in the treuury at the time, subject to the immediate dis- 
posal of the Directors. He shall, also, furnish for publi- 
cation qaartedy, or oftener, if requested, a comj^ete list of 
all donations to the Parent Society, and to its several 
Branches. 
>- 7. It shall be the daty of the Treasarer to mske a writ- 
ten Report to the Society, at each snnud meeting, of all 
receipts and expenditures within the year ; of the amount 
of the funds, and the manner of their investment ; which 
report riiall be preriously examined, and proved ia 
writing, by an Auditing Committee, chosen by (he So- 
ciety. 

a The Treasurer shall be bound for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties, with sufficient sureties, in a rear 
•onable sum, to be determined by the Directors. 



CHAPTER IV. 
or SZAMiNiNa comnTTEBS. 
I. The Board of Directws shall appoint such number 
of Examining Committees in different parts of the coun- 
try, to esamioe and recommend candidates for patronage, 
as the convenience of applicants, and the interests otihp 
Society, may require. But, as the duties to be performed 
are of a highly sacred and responsible n^ure, the undue 
multiplication of such committees is to be studiously 
avoided. Where no special reasons exist' for a larger 
nnmber, each Committee shall consist <^ three persons. 

f % When a candidate for patronage applies for examina- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the Examining Committee, to 
whom the application is made, to institute a personal and 
faithful inquiry respecting his testimonials, his studies, his 
rerigious character ; his motives in seekiug an education 
for the Christian miiustry, and his wilUnguess to conform 
to the rules of the American Education Society. If, after 
serious and full examination, the committee shall be satis- 
fied that the applicant possesses the character and qualifi- 

, cations required of beneficiaries by the Constitution and 
rules of the Society, it shall be their duty to recommend 
him for patronage to the Board of Directors of the Parent 
Society, or of tme of its Branches if the applicant reside 
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within the limite of a Biuich Society. In their recom- 
mendation, the Committee shall state very patticuiarly, tht 
name, age, residence, oeeupaiion, place of education, 
church connection, and other important facts connected 
with the history or character of the applicant, together , 
with an account of the testimonials furnished, and the 
names of the persona by whom they were furnished. 

3. If, after examiDing a candidate, the Committee shall DaaiKMeuH. 
have doubts respecting his cbaiacter and qualifications, 

while yet they are bo far satisfied as to be unwilling to re- 
ject tbe application, tbey may state the grounds of their 
doubts, and recommend the applicant on condition of rfr 
examination after a suitable period. 

4. It shall be the duty of the several Examining Com- ' 
mittees, to endeavor (o impress the minds of those who « 
apply for patronage with a deep sense of the momentous 
and solemn nature of their undertaking, to explain to them 
the principles upon which appropriations are made by this 
Society, and to apprize them of the necessity, which the 
rules of the Society lay upon them, of making vigorous 
effiirts to sustain themselves. It is recommended that 
every examination of candidates be introduced and closed 
with prayer. 

5. Certificates and testimonial* fiirniahed any Examin- tm^huii u 
ing Committee shall be regarded as the property of the ud^Tfiwbjda 
Board of Directors of the Parent Society and shall be 
carefully preserved till called for by them or their lawful 

agent ; except, that in case an applicant shall not be re- 
ceived on trial, his papers may, if he requests it, be re- 
turned to him. 



1. No person shall l>e considered a candidate for as- wiw u» to i 
dstance, who has not pursued classical studies, and has SIStMir*"* 
not been a professor of religion for at least six months, and 
who has not attained to fourteen years of age. 

3. No person shall l>e patronized who does not fiirnlsh 
aatis&ctory evidence of promising talents, decided piety, 
and who is sot in (he way of obtaining a thorough classi- 
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cftl and theological educatioa, that is, either prefwring to 
enter college ; or a member of M>me regulsrlf conitinued 
College, where a thorough ctaasical coarse is poiMied ; or 
engaged in Theological studies with the design of taking 
1 regular three years' course, 
B^paiohauieii* 3. When a. young man nisbea to apply for patronage, 
obulmnj p.t. he must pursue the fijUowing steps. Fint. He must ob- 
tftin unequirocal testimonials fcom three or more serious 
and respectable persons best acquainted with him and his 
circumstances, (e, g.) hia minister, instructor, a magis- 
trate, or some other principal man in the vicinitj, stating 
his age, place of residence, indigence, moral and religious 
character, including his church connection, talents, previ- 
ous education, and serious desire to devote his life to the 
Christian ministry. These testimonials should be stated 
papers, that the writers of them may speak freely, coo- 
cerniug the character of the applicants. Stcondlj/, Hav- 
ing obtained these testimonials, the applicant most present 
bis request for examination and rceoianutufafwM to some 
Esamining Committee in bis neighborhood, or within the 
portion of the country to which be belongs. If no such 
Committee is known to have been appointed, the applicant 
or his friends may write, for infoimation, to the Secretary 
of the Parent Society ; ^r if he resides within the limits 
of a branch Society, to the Secretary of that Branch, 
ApptkiDU ad. 4. Whenever a young man has taken the above course, 
and been examined and recommended by an authorized 
Committee, to the Board of Directors of the Parent Socir 
ety, or of one of its Brauches, he may be admitted on 
trial, at the discretion of the Board, for a period of three 
months. 

5. Every young man admitted on trial, or regularly re- 
ceived in the manner hereinafter mentioned, shall renew 
hia application, and make his returns to the Board guar- 
terltf, in season for each quarterly meeting, unless for 
special reasons a longer period shall have been granted by 
the Board of the Parent Society, and he shall do the same, 
with scrupulous exactness, according to the following form 
or schedule — which shall be regularly and punctually re- 
turned by all under the patronage of the Society, or of its 
^ranches, in every stage of their education.

If any 
young man shall, at aoy time, while under patronage, 
wish to dose his connection with the Society, he shall 
make known his wishes to the Secretary of the Parent 
Society ; and, [nrovided he has maintained the character 
required, and conformed to the Rules, he shall receive an 
honorable dismission. 

10. All, in every stage of their education, shall be re- S^Jfn^u, 
girded as standing upon their character ; and shall be ■M^inamj 
liable to have their patronage discontinued for improper 

conduct of any kind, at the discretion of the Directors of 
the Parent Society, or if they are under the immediate 
care of a Branch, at the discretion of the Board of ancb 
Branch, with the concnrrence of die Board of the Parent 
Society. Instances (^ gross fraud or imposition, should 
tbey occur, may be exposed publicly, at the discretion 
of the Directms in like manner. 

11. If any young man, under the patronage of this ThoMwhosuH 
Society shall enter into the marriage state during his 'uu- 
conrse of study, his aj^ropriations shall cease. 

13. If any young man und 
oiety shall neglect to r^mrt 

<|nired in the fith section of this chapter, twice ia sncce»- 
sion, without giving any explanation of his omission, he 
shall be considered irregular, and on renewing his ap[dU 
cation for aid, shall be liable to re-examination and to a 
second admission on trial, at the discretion of the Direc- 
tors either of the Parent Society, or if he resides within 
the limits of a Branch, at the discretion of its Board of 
DirectOTS. 

13. Beneficiaries of other Education Societies, apply- ^Kl^SSuJf 
ing for patronage to this Society, must exhibit satisfactory J^ *"'' 
evidence of previous good standii^ in the Societies with 
which they have been connected, and must furnish an 
Examining Committee of this Society with satisfactory 
evidence of their attainments and piety, and be recom- 
mended by them to its patronage, before they can be re- 
ceived either upon trial, or regularly admitted. 
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^ 14. It ia dBsired and eipeeted of aH ODder pitnna^e, 
that a ponion of ever; da; will be employ, as there naay 
be opportunity, in useful eseicise and in prodactiTe Ukm-, 
with a view of promoting vigorous bealthi and ntm ahUwrng 
them to do lomething towards defrajing the expaiues of 
their education. 

'' 1 5. Every beneficiary of this society shouM regxrd it 
as sn object of primary importance to grow eoatinuall_^ 
in a spirit of enlightened derotioa, and of fervent pie^, 
deeply impressed with the sentiment, that without this, all 
bis other acquisitions will be comparati*eJy orihtle worthy 
either to Jiimself, or to th^ Church of ChrisL It is, there- 
fore, afiectionately and earnestly recommended to ctott' 
beneficiary, that he daily spend a portion of time in de-> 
TonI meditation, reading the Scriptures witb a view to a 
personal and practical application, and in humble and 
fervent prayer ; that the Sabbath be faithfully emplaj«d 
in religious duties, social and secret, and that associaiioDs 
for prayer and religious improvement be aUeaded a* cir- 
cumstances shall permit 



CHAPTER VI. 



or APFROFBIATIOpS. 

>pTo- 1. The amount appropriated (o young men under pa- 
tronage shall be the least with which they can be carried 
forward, consistently with health and a thoroogh eduo^ 
Uon, &Rer making suitable efforts to assist themaehes, and 
receiving the aid of other public funds and of friends. 

^,. 2. The annual amount of appropriationa to the yoinig 
men in the first stage of education, shall be fbrty-dght 
dollars — twelve dollars for each quarter : to those in the 
second and third stages, seventy-five dollars ; of wliich 
eighteen dollars shall be appropriated fitr each quarter 
ending in July and October; nineteen dollars for the 
quarter ending in January ; and twenty dollars fer the 
quarter ending in April. Where the board and tuition 
are furnished gralnitonsly, the quarterly appropriation 
shall be ten dollars. 

■ 3. Appropriations in money shall be made in the form 

■■ *' of loans, tor which yonng men, whether of age or not. 
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shall give their notes, aX the time of receiTing them ia the 
following tana — if under the direct euperintendence of 
the Parent Society : 

"For value received I promise to pay the American Formoftta 

Education Society, or order dollars in one, 

two, and three years, after my preparatory studies for the 
ministry shall hare been closed ; viz. one third part each 
year, with iiUereet upon each part after the same respec- 
lively shall have become due."

For appropriations maJe to beneficiaries by Branch 
Societies, the following shall be the form used :

of that part of the general concern whicA is confided to 
their care.

state of the treasury, noting particularly the amount of

for the quarter, to the Treasurer of the Parent Society ; 
ajid for all funds in bis hands, or under his care, belong- 
ing to the General Society, he ahall forward a certificate 
to its Treasurer. 

13. Surplus funds in the treasury of any Branch S(^ Smpharudi. 
ciety, sliall be transmitted to the general treasury, or 

made subject to its order at least once a year, and oftener 
where arrangements for that end shall be mutually en- 
tered into, by the Board of the Parent Society and tbe 
Board of any Branch. 

14. Schedules, containing tbe pecuniary accounts of SsbKhdw. 
beneficiaries, with tbeir renewed applications for aid, 

shall be made out, and returned quarterly. They mast 
\ make their returns to the Secretary of the Branch, in 
season for the quarterly meeting of its Directors; and 
when those returns hare been acted upon by them, they 
shall be sent by tbe Secretary of (he Branch to~tbe Sec-

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ANNUAL REPORT. 



" When the Lord shall build up Zion, he will appear in his 
glory," No Christian, however weak his faith, " can discern the 
signs of the times," and not perceive, that " He who hath on his 
vesture, and on his thigh a name written, King of kings and Lord 
of lords," is on his way for the conquest of the world, — is appear- 
ing in his glory to build up Zion. The means he has instituted in 
the religions enterprises of the present age, are achieving wonders, 
and, under his providence and grace, will be greally^nstmroental 
of ushering in the latter day glory. In the circle of benevolent 
Associations, the American Education Society ranks among those 
esteemed pre-eminent. Its oame, object, effiuls, and results, entitle 
it to thb high standing. In view of what this Institution has ac- 
complished, and, with the blessing of the great Head of the church, 
seems destined to accomplish, this anniversary is approached with 
gratitude, faith, and hope. 

Among the benefactors of this Society the Directors would 
bring into grateful remembrance, Oliver D. Cooke, Esq. late 
of Hartford, Connecticut. He was a member and firm friend of 

' this Institution. His attachment to it was manifested by the dona- 
tion of a permanent scholarship some years since, and by a testa- 
mentary act at his demise, giving to it some thousands of dollars. 
He has gone, we trust, to partake of the richest blessing of that 
gospel, for the preachmg of which he so liberally contributed in 
life and at death. * 

In preseoling the 'Seventeenth Annual Report to their friends 
and patrons, and to the Christian community, the Directors will 

■ take a survey of their proceedings, and the results of their opera- 
tions, the past year, and also of the field of eSbrt which lies in 
prospect. 
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UDiform prosperity bas characterized the period of time now 
under review. There has been occasion for coDtinual recognitioD 
of the smiles of a gracious and siiperintendii^ Providence. 

JVumier assiited during the year. 
Since the last annual meeting, which was held in the city of 
New York, assistance from the funds of the Society has been 
o^rded to 

133 yoang men in 15 tfaeolog;ical aeminuiea, 

856 do. in 36 colleges, 

318 do. in 101 BcsJemies and public schools. 

Total, 807 do. 143 difierent ioHtitaliona. 

Of these, 449 have been aided at 55 institutions in New Eng- 
land, and 358 have received assistance at 87 institutions in other 
parts of the United States. 

Aew benejiciaria. 
During the year there have be^ received as new beneficiaries, 
28 in theological Heminaries, 
63 in collegee, 
181 in iLcademies, 

Total, S71 different institutions. 

These added to the 1,426 previously aided by the Society, make 
the whole number who have been assisted by it since its formation, 
amount to 1,697. It is an interesting fact from the above state- 
ment, that the number received in the first stage of their education, 
is equal to two thirds of the whole number received during the 
year — a proportion which never before existed. The number of 
new applicants, abo, has been much greater this, than in any pre- 
ceding year. 

In making pecuniary appropriations, the same catholic spirit has 
been exercised, as in former years. The Institution is not secta- 
rian. It is restricted to no territorial limits, nor to any particular 
religious deDomitation, but extends to all, embraciug evangeli- 
cal sentiments throughout the nation, This^road feature of the 
American Education Society,' peculiar to itself, and contained in 
its original constitution, is most happy in its effects. It serves to 
conciliate the different evangelical communions, comports with the . 
spirit of the age, and tends more firmly to bind together the mem- 
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bers of Christ's mj'Stical body. Those who received assistance 
from the Society, the last year, were from eight different denom- 
inations. 

JVumber licensed to preach. 

The number of young men who have closed their preparatory 
studies and begun to preach the unsearchable riches of Jesus 
Christ, the Directors have not the means of determining with per- 
fect exactness, but it is supposed to be frora^^ty to nxty. Some 
of these individuals have become pastors of churches, others are 
still preaching with an expectation of settlement. A large pro- 
portion of them are employed as Home Missionaries amidst the 
moral desolations of the South and West ; others are destined to 
spend their days in heathen lauds as Foreign Missionaries. These, 
added to those who had previously been brought forward by the 
Society, as preachers, increase the number of the heralds of salva- 
tion raised up by this ^stitutioii, to about Jive hundred. The fields 
of labor occupied by these men, are as widely different as the 
climates of the earth, and the character and complexion of the 
human race. About one hundred and sixty of them have been 
employed at various times on missions in this country ; one hun- 
dred and two are now in that field of service, and more than Ihirtif 
will labor amid pagan darkness. 

Deaths. 

During the year, five young men of promise have been removed 
by death. Two of them were members of a theological seminary, 
one was a member of college, and the remaining two were at 
academies, in the first stage of their education. Their death, al- 
though a public loss, yet to them is doubtless gain. And it should 
not be considered that the money expended in their education is lost. 
The benefit of their prayers, example, and influence generally, while 
living, would more than counterbalance the sacrifices made -on their 
behalf. " As the heavens are higher than the earth, so are God's 
ways higher than our ways, and his thoughts than our thoughts." 

Patronage withheld. 

The rules of the Society, and fidelity to the trust reposed in 

the executive officers, demand of them, that, when a beneficiary 

ceases to sustain the character required of him, whether it be 

through moral delinquency, deficiency in talent or scholarship, 
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their patronage should be withdrawn. It would be "passing 
Btnoge," if a whole year should elapse, and, among eight hundred 
individuals, after such test of character as is required, none should 
appear unworthy of a participation in the sacred charities of this 
lostitutioa. — From five beneficiaries support has been withheld. 
The reason in one case was partial derangement, io three others, 
improper behavior, and in the other, deficiency of talent. Id de- 
cisions on cases like these, the officers of the Society act accord- 
ing to the evidence presented before them. They are disposed 
to do all in their power to prevent abuses of this nature ; but it is 
to be expected, perhaps, that instances of dereliction, or deficiency 
in the developement of talent, or attainments in scholarship, will 
sometimes occur. In such cases no other course in jusdce can 
be pursued, but that of the wilhdrawment of patronage. Such 
procedure is calculated, also, to be happy in its effects on all con- 
cerned— K>n the individuals in relation to whom the act is passed, 
on other beneficiaries, and on the public at Tai^e. 

Diamittioas. 
Four individuals have ceased to apply for aid, their pecuniary 
circumstances having altered, and they no longer needing assist- 
ance. They have desired, that their connection with the Society 
might terminate, and they have accordingly received an honorable 
dismission. Fn every instance a high sense of gratitude for the 
favors received has been expressed. 

The character of those patronized. 
In order to a participation of the charities of this Instiluticm, 
respectable talents, unquestionable piety, real indigence, and good 
promise, are indispensably necessary. It is contrary to the rules 
of the Socie^, to admit any who are not of this description. 
While the Board are desirous of educati&g men of distinguished 
natural talents, and capable of high intellectual attainments, they 
would never forget that piety is the first requidte of a minister. 
Unsanctified talent or unsanctified learning, however great, will 
not qualify one to be an ambassador of Jesus Christ. 

Regular course of edacation. 

Those who mmister at the altar should be mea not only of piety 

and talrails, but also of educatkm. They should, m a ^stanatic 
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, be taught the most substantia] Jearniiig. They should, 
also, be scribes well instructed into the kmgdom. Their success 
depends very much upon suitable preparation in this respect. In 
this view, the American Education Society is accomplishing great 
good by elevating the standard of ministerial acquisitions. It is 
acting not only for the present but for future ages, not only for this 
country, but, in an important senBe, for the world. A well trained 
miaisiry is very desirable, whether we view it in relation to stated 
pastors. Home or Foreign missionaries. The times demand, that 
they who " labor in the word and doctrine" should be men of not 
only more than ordinary piety, zeal and industry, but also of re- 
spectable literary attainments. In tbis day of knowledge and free 
inquiry, incompetency in the ministry wilt not be tolerated. Be- 
sides, a beneficiary must sustain the character of a regularly edu- 
' cated minister, would he honor the American Education Society 
or its cause. 

Alteration of the Rulet- 
Satisfied that something more ought to be done to guard the 
door of admission to this Institution, that greater care should be 
taken in selecting candidates for the ministry, and, wishing to as- 
certain the public mind on this subject, the Secretary addressed 
letters to the chairmen of a large number of Examining Com- 
mittees, requesting their opinion. In the answers' returned, the 
general opinion expressed, was that an alteration somewhat sim- 
ilar to the one which has since been adopted, was highly e^e- 
dient. At the quarterly meeting, in January last, the subject was 
Wd before the Directors, and by them the following votes were 
passed. 

" Voted, That the pledge g^ven by beneficiaries in their academic and 
collegiate course of education, be as foUowa : I hereby declare it to be 
m; serious purpose to devote my life to the Christian ministry, and 
with that view, to obtain a liberal collegiate education, and to pursue 
a regular three years' course of theological study." 

" Voted, That young men soliciting the aid of the American Educa- 
tion Society, must have been piofesaora of religion at least six months, 
and have studied the languages the same length of time, before they 
can become beneficiariea of the Society, or receive assistance from it" 

These rules, it is believed, cannot fail to meet the approbation 
of a discerning and judicious public. 
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Effortt for the promotion of pertonal hoUnest. 
The plan of pastoral supervision was adopted in the year 1836. 
Its effects have been very happy upon the young men visited, and 
upon the officers who have performed this service. At these pe- 
riodical visits, the young men are addressed individually and col- 
lectively, affectionately and faidifuily, and then commended in 
prayer to Him, who is Lord of the Harvest, and whose prerogative 
it is to send forth lahorers into his harvest. With gratitude should 
it be acknowledged, that the officers of the different colleges and 
theological seminaries, have kindly rendered the assistance needed, 
and it is gratifying to state that such visits have received their ap- 
probation, and also the approbation of the young men themselves. 
This intercourse is fraternal as well as pastoral, and forms a sort 
of connection between the benefactor and the beneficiary, and is. 
calculated to promote diligence, circumspection, and piety in the 
latter. During the year, most of the beneficiaries have been vis- 
ited by the Secretaries and Permanent Agents of the Society. A 
' copy of the last year's Keport has been given to each of them, 
where it could be done without expense, also a copy of the ser- 
mon preached by the Rev. Dr. Hawes, at the funeral of the late 
Secretary. A number of copies of " Daily Food for Christians" and 
of "Braine'rd's Life," have been distributed. At the request of the 
Rev. Dr. Cornelius, and as his donation, a copy of the " Memoir of 
Henry Martyn," has been presented to nearly all the young men 
who were imder the care of the Society, during his connection 
with it. ^ the donation of Martyn's Memoir was an act of kind- 
ness, and the last act which Dr. Cornelius was permitted to per- 
form towards them ; so will not some one who has pecuniary ability, 
perform a similar deed of kindness, and present to each beneficiary 
a copy of the Memoir which is soon to be published, of this be- 
loved man and devoted servant of Jesus Christ. 

Receipts. 
From the Report of the Treasurer, it appears that the receipts 
of the Society, during the year, have been jifty-two thousand one 
hundred eighty-jive dollars and ffty-three cents. . Of this snm, 
seven hundred and thirty-seven dollars have been received on 
account of permanent scholarships, and fifty-one thousand four 
hundred forty-eight dollars and fifty-three cents for current uses of 
the Society. 
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Loans ref\inded. 
The kianing system which was adopted in part, thirteen yeflrs 
ago, and in whole, seven years ago, has been fully tested. After 
this long experience, the Directors are satisfied that this is the best 
course that can be pursued in what is termed charttaUe education^ 
Their opinion on this subject is corroborated by the fact, that aU 
or nearly all the other Education Societies in this country, bave^ 
in substance, adopted the plan of parental loan. The mediod of 
loaning for such uses, without interest, till reasonable opportunity 
is afibrded to liquidate the debt, is one of the noblest charities of 
tbe present day. Its e^cts on the minds of those assisted, are 
salutary. It inspires a. spirit of independence, and induces habits 
of economy and industry, and thus enables them to help them- 
selves. The assistance, therefore, is not an entire or exclusive 
charily. This plan of aiding indigent youth in preparation for the 
ministry, is highly approved by those laymen who generously c(»i-' 
* tribute of their substance to this cause, and by those clAgymen^ 
who, through great effort, have educated themselves, and also by 
all those who think much of acquiring an education by personal 
efibrt. It is approved, too, by those young men who have iv 
this way obtained an education for the ministry, but by reason o£ 
ill health, or some other unavordable canse, have been prevented) 
from preaching the gospel of Christ ; and also by those who'hav» 
entered the ministry.* Forty individuals have this year enjoyed 
the. " luxury of doing good," by returning into the treasury of the 
Lord more than two tliousand dollars ; thus helping onward in their 
pursuit of an edncation, twenty-eight young men, some of whcutf 
may perhaps proVe a Claudius Buchanan, or a William Cary. 
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^g expenditures durbg the year, amoimt to forty-eigkt lAou- 
tand fijiy-three doUari and tighty-tuc emit. Tfaia, together with 
the debt o( the Society, the last year, amounts to fifly-oae tho»- 
land tic hundred forty-one dollart and eigkty-teven eenU; from 
which, compared with the amount of receipts durmg the year tai 
cunwit use, it appears that the debt of the Socie^ is ome hmdnd 
minety-three ddlan and thirty-five ceiUt. 

Amount of Eamingt. 

One important advantage in the system pursued hy the Aoier- 
ican Education Society, is, that it enables young men to assist 
themselres ia a pecuniary riew. It throws them, in a great 
measure, upon their own resources ; requires them to make great 
persraial effi>rts, to practise the strictest economy, and to endure 
privations. This pliysical discipline promotes bodily and mental 
vigor, add prepares for noble pursuits and enterprises. • 

The efibrts of the young men by manual labor, school teaching, 
and other services, are highly creditable to themselves, and show 
whai can be accomplished by industrious application. The pecu- 
niary results have been very considerable. The amount of earnings 
reported for the last year, is twmty thousand tix huTidred eleven 
itMar* oMd tuoiy-Jive ttatt. Of this sum,

No account has been received from 190 persons. The follow- 
ing is the amount of earnings as reported from time, to time for 
tboilast seven yean : 
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Tbus it ii^an thtt dia mioiint of eaniogs, for wren jtwrt, ia 
ttventj-si* thoiaatid fivt hundnd and twenty-ait dollan. Thia 
fikct is encouraging, and inspires the hope, that should the individ- 
uals connected with this Society, who are now in college, be called 
to «adure otber pecuniary pnvations, they will still, with the aa- 
eistance they receive, be able to sustain themselves by rigid eeoa- 
emy and increased labor, both at which would prob^ly Bub6»ve 
tbe mterest of body and mind. 

ObUgatioMt cancelkd. 
In the Board of Directors is invested the discretionary power 
of cancelling, either in whole or in part, the obligations held by 
the Society against those who are employed as Foreign or Home 
Missionaries, and also those whom the great Head of the church 
has placed in a situation, in which it is beyond their power to re- 
, fiind. Tea such during the year, upon apjdicadoa, bare had theif 
notes cancelled in whole or in part, or placed in such a oondttiott 
as will prevent all embarrassment. Two of these were Foreign 
Uissionaries, five were domestic Missionaries, and three were 
. slated or located ministers, in peculiarly depressed circumstances. 

Permanent Funds. 
While the Secretary has not aimed at Raising permanent iimds 
any further diao tbe^closing up of some permanent scholarships, 
which bad been pledged before be commenced his duties as Agent, 
jet the Board are far front viewing these funds as of no avail. 
Funds in this Society are, to a certain extent, necessary for it* 
security and steady progress. Tbey prevent embarrassment and 
the constant apprehension as to the means of carrying forward its 
operations. While, therefore, the Directors would not distrust the 
boimty of Him, from whom cometb down every good and every 
perfect gift, but believe In fals goodness and readiness to afibrd 
assistance ; they deem it their duty to state, that in their judgment 
it Is well that some provision sbould be made for the future. And 
as tbe American Education Society Is now organized by the system 
' of Branch Societies, the danger of a perversion of the funds id 
wholly, or to a great degree, removed. No objection, dierefore, 
can arise from this source. Still the church is the best permanent 
source of funds, and on it, ordinarily, drafts may be made to mMt 
the exigencies that shall arise. The Society has now fifty perma-

ciety has also other pBrmaDeat funds to the amount gf eleven thou-r 
tund nine hundred and eighty dollars. 

The Treasurer, whose duty it is, ia conjunction with the Finan-r 
cial Committee, to manage all the fiscal concerns of the Society, 
has, it is believed, invested the funds to the best advantage, so that 
jrhile they are secure, they will also be productive, 

Agents. 
The Agents who have been employed directly by the Parent 
Society during the year, are the Rev. James D. Farnsworth, lata 
of Orford, N. H., Rev. Benjamin C. Cressy, of Salem, Indiana^ 
Rev. Thomas Boutelle, late a student at the Theological Semi-- 
nary, Andover, and the, Rev. William L. Mather, who has been 
employed in the service of tbe Society for nearly two years. Mr. 
Mather has been faithful and successful as an Agent. Most of his 
time has been spent in Connecticut and Vermont. Of the Branch 
or AusiliarySociety of the latter State, he has been elected Sec- 
retary. He will take the special charge of raising the necessary 
fimds in diat portion of New England. It is expected, also, that he 
will devote a part of bis time directly to the service of the Parent 
Society. Mr. Cressy and Mr. Boutelle have labored with good 
acceptance and success a few weeks past in the county of Wor- 
cester. Mr. Famsworth has been engaged in the service of the 
Society for six months. His time .has been occupied in raising 
funds and organizing Societies. He has visited Strafford county, 
N. H. and succeeded in giving efficiency to that Auxiliary ■Society. 
The South -Massachusetts Education Society, embracing Bristol, 
Plymouth, and Barnstable counties, has been divided into four 
separate Bocieties. This new organization was effected through 
tbe agency of Mr. Famsworth. He has spent a short time in a 
few towns in other parts of Massachusetts. The experience of 
this and other Societies for years, fully demonstrates (he necessity 
of judicious and faithful Agents, to organize and put into success- 
ful operation, an efficient system of means to arouse the utention 
and call forth tbe energies of Christians in behalf of benevolent 
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•DterprisM, Without such special aod authorized Agents to pre- 
s«at its claims, oo benevoleut Bociet^ will succeed. 

QperadpTu of different Societies in connection with the Parent 
Imtiltition. 

Most of tbam are iu successful operatiou and preparing for ex- 
tended efforts. 

Maine. — The Maine Branch has raised but little the past year, 
towards the support of her beneficiaries, and exhibits the clearest 
evidence, that the community move in no benevolent efibri any 
faster or farther than they are moved by Agents connected vfith 
these Institutions. It is, however, due to the Christians of that 
State, to observe that they have not been neglectful of charitable 
' education in respect to the ministry. Upwards of twenty thousand 
dollars have been subscribed by then) within twelve months for 
the Theological Seminary at Bangor. 

JVew Hampshire. — The New Hampshire Branch has been 
somewhat efficient through the agency, which has been performed 
in it. A sufficiency of funds, however, hag not been raised in that 
State W meet the exigencies of the Branch, 

Vermont. — The Auxiliary Society of Vermont, has paid into ■ 
QUF treasury during the year, nearly as much as has been ex- 
pended within her bounds for beneficiaries. This has been effect- 
ed through the instrumentality of Agents. 

Mauachutetti. — Massachusetts, which is the seat of the Parent 
Society, has, hy her auxiliaries in the different counties, still 
evinced that this Institution is a child of her sympathies, prayers, 
and diariiies. This is especially true of Worcester, Norfolk, Midi 
dlesex, Essex, and Suffolk counties. The latter has paid into oqr 
treasury the present year, about five thousand dollars. The other 
counties of the State, it is believed, will be equally prompt in aid- 
ing this cause, when they shall, the succeeding year, be visited by 
an Agent of the Society. 

Rhode Island. — Little has been done within the boundaries of 
this State. Few men and small pecuniary means has she furnished 
in this glorious cause. Rhode Island," however, a? it respects an 
educated ministry is on the advance. 

Contuctictit. -^Coauecl'icMl, one of our oldest and best StateSj 
baa shown herself not unmindful of a pious and learned ministry, 
Pur treasury will tell that her sacred charities have not been few, 
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Though that Branch has funiished many beoeficlaries, yet elie ha» 
funiished means more than sufficient for their support, Bo tiki* 
told as a memorial of her. 

Illinois. — No special eSbrts to raise funds bare been- made tfa^ 
year past, within the boundaries of' that State. A number of 
young men have been under the patronage of that Branch at tbe 
Illinois college. That State, like all the other western States, is 
in a formtng condition. Socie^ there is composed of diversified 
elements, and is now susceptible of being moulded by tbe band of - 
science and religion. 

Presbyterian Edw:(aion Society, 
The Presbyterian Education Society, associated with ftis,* is 
most important in its location, character, and operations. It has 
moved onward with energy and success. Its prospects are bright 
and animating. It has already accomprished great things for Zion, 
and is destined to accomplish still greater. As the proposition of 
union with the Parent Institution originated in that Society, with a 
view to the extenston of the efibrts of charitable education ; ao ft 
desire of co-operation, on their part, continues to exist. Similar 
views and feelings this Board would most cordially reciprocate. 
It is believed this union will be promotive of Christian affection 
and interests, and of greatly extended efforts.' Of the young men 
spoken of in this report, three hundred and forty-six have been 
sustained by the Presbyterian Education Society. Of the receipts 
acknowledged by our Treasurer, upwards of eighteen thousand 
dollars were raised within their limits. They have Branch So- 
cieties or Agencies in New York, Ohio, Indiana, Tennessee and 
Alabama. 

Quarterly Register. 
Every benevolent Society of any considerable magnitude must 
have a periodical, in which to publish its transactions, its receipts 
and cspenditures, and to present its claims to the public. In this 
view, the Quarterly Register and Journal is of great use to the 
Society. It is valuable also to the cause of benevolence in gen- 
eral. It is a work miLch needed, and occupies an important place 
among tbe periodicals of the day, and in no way can it be so 
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properly sustaiDed, as in eranectim with the American Education 
Society. Through the ability and assiduity of Mr. Edwards, its 
editor, it ha* deservedly obtained a high reputaUon. He is ex- 
pected to conduct it the year to come. 

Besignationj. 
In November last the Rev. Leonard Woods, D. D. resigned his 
place in the Board, having been a Director fourteen years, and 
the vacancy was filled by the appointment of the Rev. Samuel 
Gile, of MihcHi. Mr. B. B. Edwards, in addition to his other 
engagements, having undertaken to conduct a work to be entitled 
the " American Quarterly Observer," has resigned his office as 
Recording Secretary, and as a member of the Executive and 
Examining Committees. ' 

Wori to be performed. 
The whole country, as far as it is practicable, should be organ- 
ized into State, County, or Territorial Societies, immediately. 
■ Efficient men should be appointed as permanent Agents or execu- 
tive officers, to take charge of certain districts, and see that the 
cause is well sustained within their own respective bounds. They 
must be responsible for obtaining men and procuring funds for 
their support. There must be system, order and efficiency in the 
whole business. Every minister should exert himself to find at 
least one young man, worthy and desirous of the patronage of the 
Society. There are between twelve and, thirteen thousand evan- 
gelical churches in the land. Cannot these churches furnish, 
upon an average, at least one student for the sacred office for 
every three churches? This would provide four thousand candi- 
dates for the ministry. This number should at once, commence 
a course of ministerial education* Were this to be done, two 
thousand new applicants would probably this year seek assistance 
from the American Education Society. A question here arises, 
If men could be found in such numbers, would the churches fur- 
nish the means of educating them for the ministry? From the 
experience of God's goodness, and die liberality of the churches 
in years past, the Board are confident that the means would be 
furnished, and they pledge assistance to all worthy applicants, how 
numerous soever they may be. 
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7^ Utsaing of Heaven needed. 
' Except the Lord build the house, they labor ro vain that build 
it.' No exertions of men, however great, will avail to the raising 
up of a pious and learned ministry ivithout the special blessing of 
Heaven. We should, therefore, most importunately beseech the 
Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth laborers into his 
harvest. This, indeed, he has taught and encouraged us to do. 
And when all his people, in united, continual and fervent aspira- 
tions, address the throne of the Great Eternal, he will not be inat- 
tentive unto the voice of their supplications. Persuaded of this, 
the Directors of the American Education Society have ever taken 
a special interest in the Annual Concert of Prayer on behalf of 
colleges and public seminaries of learning. A circular letter, by 
their order, was addressed last January to the beneficiaries of this 
Society in reference to this Concert, calling up their attention to 
the duty of fasting and supplication on behalf of the conversion of 
the muUitudes of the dear youth of our land, now in a course of 
education.* God most manifestly has heard the prayers of bis 
children on such occasions. During tlie last year, the blessing of 
the Holy Ghost descended on a number of these institutions of 
learning, and some souls were converted to Christ. From in- 
formation recently received, it appears that a promising state of 
religious feeling exists in a number of our colleges at the present 
time. May the period soon arrive when they shall be not only 
schools of literature and science, but also nurseries of morality 
and religion. The Directors have also recommended a monthly 
Concert of Prayer on Tuesday, immediately succeeding the first 
Monday of each month. The object of this meeting is to pray 
particularly for the American Education Society, its ofEcers, 
members and patrons, for the young men connected with it, and 
also that God would convert multitudes of our youth, and inspire 
them with an ardent desire to' preach Christ and him crucified. 
Were all Christians thus to pray, the God of heaven, he would 
prosper us. 

Demand for AEnuteri. 

There has not been for the last thirty years so great a demand 

for ministers in New England as at the present time. Many va- 
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cant churches exist, aad their call is, " Send us Pastors." In the 
South and West there is a " famine of hearing the words of the 
Lord." Betweea three and four thousand ministers are needed 
to supply the destitute evangelical churches in this country. 

The different beaevolent societies say, "Gitb us Agents, or 
the cause we have espoused will languish and die." Fifty such 
Agents ought to he employed immediately, in order to arouse the 
country to suitable eSbrts. 

The Home Alissbnary Societies are presenting from all quar- 
ters the Macedonian cry, " Come over and help us." Five hun- 
dred ministers, besides those now in service, are needed, and, 
could they be phicured, would immediately be employed for the 
building up of Zion in our own beloved country. 

The American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions 
are peremptory in their demand for more laborers. Fifty-five 
missionaries are this year required to be sent into pagan lands, and 
one thousand, it is thought, might be employed to good advantage, 
could men and the means to support them be procured. 

There is one more demand. It is from the East. Dr. Scud- 
der of Ceylon, a Foreign Missionary, has addressed an appeal to 
the pious young men, to (he ministers, and to the churches of this 
country, on this subject.* The call by him, is from the four winds 
of heaven, and it is for ministers to supply the world. And this 
call will wax louder and louder, as it is wafted on every breeze^ 
till the world's redemption is accom|Jished. 

ConcltuioH, 
This Society is engaged in a great work — a work of no less 
magnitude than the salvation of the world. In it the church is 
engaged ; angels are engaged ; the sacred Trinity are engaged. 
This glorious work will be accomplished. As a pledge of this we 
have the purpose, perfections, covenant and oath of the immutable 
God. As a pledge of it, we have too, the providence of him, who 
for the salvation of his church divided the Red Sea, rolled hack 
the waters of Jordan, caused the rock in Horeb to become a fouiw 
tain, the heavens to rain down bread, and the sun and moon to be 
stayed in their circuit. The Lord will spread the triumphs of the 
cross, til) the whole earth shall chant the praises of the Redeemer,

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9b3 ibe soi^ of satradoD shall echo from sboie to shore. ** Who 
is this king of glory ^ The Lord suong and migbtj, the Lord 
mighty in battle. He is the king of glory." How is this conquest 
to be obtained t By the iastrunieiitality of the church. Chris- 
tians theo must enlist in this war, and enlist {<x actual service, and 
tot life. The church must become a well disciplioed army, and 
erery soldier must know his place and duty under the great Cap- 
tain of salvation. There must he a mighty onset against sin, 
Satan, and his hosts, before this world will he wrested from the 
powers of darkness, and brought into subjection to the Prince of 
peace. Biit " the weapons of this warfare are not carnal, hut 
spiritual and mighty through God to the pulling down of strong 
holds," Every opposition will yield to effort and prayer. Then 
let the church be electiiBed with holy zeal, and act in unison with 
the King of heaven. Let there be more fervent prayer, more 
abundant labors, more enlarged charities. There must especially 
be an augmented number of mbisters, lor it is to a great degree 
by their agency, that " tbe battle of that great day of God Al- 
mighty" is to he fought, and the victory won. Ministers, there- 
fore, of great souls, glowing with love to God and man, who aim 
at nothing less than the ccHiversion of the world, must be raised 
up. We COTue then and ask of parents their consecrated sons for 
this blessed purpose ; we ask young men, filled with love to Jesus 
Bod love to souls, to enter the ministry of Christ j we ask the 
churches from Maine to the Rocky Mountains, to give us their 
" tribute money," in this glorious cause ; we ask their prayers, 
that be who is tbe Lord of the harvest would send forth laborers 
into bis harvest, that the whole earth may be gathered. It is his 
prerogative to raise up mmisters, and it is our part to co-operate- in 
this blessed work. " The Lord hath given the word j great shall be 
the company of those that publish it." " How beautiful upon the 
mountains are the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace ; that bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation, that saith unto Zion, Thy God reignetb ! "

SKETCH OF PROP. STOWE'S ADDRESS. 

Xr. Pretideat, — In moTin;; the acceptance of the Report, I abill confine 
ray remarks to that part of it which speaks of the importance of a thorough 
preparation for the ministry, and the efforts of the Society to raise higher 
the standard of theolo^cal education. 

It aeems to be an obvious truth, that in order to teach others, one roust 
first learn Bomethtng himself, yet it is a truth sometimes disregarded in 
practice ; and oflen, particularly in respect to the Christian ministry, a mere 
desire to teach has been considered as a qualiScation almost sufficient of 
itself for the office of teacher. I know but two ways in which a man can 
Iqarn, the one by inspiration, the other by personal effort. Inspiration, I 
■uppose, we all consider to be beyond our reach, and men can now leam by 
their own efforts only. In order to learn in this way, the firat thing tequisite 
is a careful and thorough discipline of all the intellectual powers ; and snch 
discipline demands time, and labor, and expense. 

When we stand by tho aide of a skilful uechanie, and aee him go throngh 
with some nice mecbanjcal operation, it ia done with such perfect ease that 
it seems as though we might ourselves easily do the same, and it is expe- 
rience only which corrects or prevents the mistake. But how many triria 
has this mechanic made, and how long a process of self'discipline has he 
•abmitted to, before he could acquire that adroitness in the use of his tools, 
which makes his operations appear so easy '. When the simple child of 
nature stands by the side of an experienced organist, and listens to the 
delightful sounds which he elicits from bis instrument, it seems as though 
he might himself easily do the same. It is hut to touch the keys here and 
there, and the work is done. He strikes the keys and is startled by tiiO 
discordant notes which proceed from the same instrument that before " dis- 
conrsed most eloquent music." But how much labor and patience has this 
_ or^nist exercisad in acquiring his admired dexterity ! Now the mind is, 
"if I may so express it, the machine by which we make intellectual fabrics^ 
Qte organ from which we evolve intellectual music ; and in proportion to 
the greater delicacy and intricacy of the instrument, and the superior nature 
of the effect to be produced, must the care and labor, to acquire the proper 
command of it, be increased. A well constructed address, or a Bound 
argument, seems to be so exactly the thing which the nature of tha cose 
demands, tlukt every unlettered man who listens to euch an address or 
■rgument, thinkf it to be juat what he himeelf ahonld have said, iJr he had 
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had the aune object to accompligh. But how much diacipliae ia requisits 
to the construction of such an address, or argument! No undisciplined 
mind, no inferior degree of power, can make an intellectual effort which 
shall appear to the by-aunder so appropriate and so easy. 

The obtaining of this discipline is the proper object of education, and I 
may say this is the only proper object of the education of the mind. For 
what purpose is a boy apprenticed to a cahinet-maber? U it that during 
the few years of his apprenticeship he may [Hake articles of furniture enougS 
to supply all the customers he may have in after life ? or is it that he may 
learn the use of his tools, so that in after life he may be able to make fur- 
niture ns it is called for by his employers ? So the object of educatioQ 
is not to store up in the mind a heap of notions for all future life, but to 
teach the mind bow to use its own powers, and apply tliem to each emer- 
gency of life as it occurs. This early discipline, so neceflsary to all men, 
w particularly important in an education for the mioisiry, as the minister 
after he has entered on the active duties of his profession, is peculiarly 
liable to neglect it. The lawyer, even if his early discipline has been neg- 
lected, ia soon compelled to acquire it by the severe contests of the bar; 
but the minister is seldom brought into immediate conflict with equal minda 
on equal ground. Hence a propensity to much loose talk and loose think- 
ing ; which greatly retards the accQmplishinent of business, besides produc- 
ing numerous other evils. 

After the mind has been disciplined, the next object ia to/umuA it ; and 
each mind must be furnished for its own pursuits. The Christian minister, 
at least the Protestant minister, is to make the Bible the source of hia pro- 
fessional knowledge ; and no teacher should take his knowledge at second 
hand, if he can possibly avoid it The Bible.io its original languages, is the 
proper study of the Christian teacher ; and how can the preacher of the 
gospel conscientiously or innocently rely solely on the accuracy and fidelity 
of rouble men like himself, for his knowledge of tbat whicli he enjoins on 
others as divine truth, when he has the means in hia own hands of drawing 
the truth from the very wells of salvation ? If the high priest under the 
old dispensation, had disburdened himself of the responsibility of consulting 
personally the sacred oracle of Urim and Thummim, on account of the 
multiplicity of cares continually pressing upon him, and had delegated this 
work to other hands, would such conduct have been worthy of his character* 
or respectful to his God ? How, then, can the Christian priest excuse him- 
self from going into the holy of holies, and learning directly the will of 
his Master P lias he no time ? ng tjm<; to study the Bible ! the book it ia 
bis business to interpret! Then let him omit all other studies, and give 
bis time to this ^one. Does not the Bible contain all the theology that ia 
necessary ? And what do we want of a theology that is not necessary ? 
Though the field of reel theological learning ia infinite in extent, the only 
entrance to it lies within a narrow compass, and is accessible to the most 
limited means. Let the minister have his Hebrew Bible and his Greek 
Testament with the appropriate lexicons, and a few of the best critics) 
helps, and he has library enough to furnish him with matter of most inter- 
esting and beneficial study for his whole life ; and if he makes a right use 
of tbis library, he may say with the Psalmist, that " he bas more understand- 
ing than al! his teachers, because the testimonies of Jehovah are hia medi- 
tation." The Bible becomes to him a mine, of definite boundaries, indeed, 
and easy access, but endless in its depths, and presenting him on each 
hand with the choicest ^ems, which grow richer as be proceeds, without a 
possibility of his exhausting their stores ; and from this mioe, if he keeps 
himself within it, be finds no devious paths into which he can wander and 
misguide unstable souls to drown tliem at last in perdition. 

I ask leave, Mr. President, to advert to but one other topic, and that is 
the subject of health. We imagine ourselves far in advanca of the an- 
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cieati, and lo probably we may be in regard to man; thiogi ; but ceitatnlf 

in regard to all education excepting that which is merely intellectual, we 
are still hx behind them. They made healthful exercise, and strict tem- 
perance, and good manners, and soul-refining mueic, essential parts of t, 
liberal educstion ; but how is it with us ? We are just beginning to open 
our eyes, and God be praised that we are, and I pray God that we may get . 
them entirely opened before many more of our young men are murdered by 
ignorance and neglect of the physical constitution. In ordinary cases there 
is no more nesd of the student's losing his health than there is of his losing 
his head ; a stroke of Providence may deprive hira of either, but a proper 
degree of care and attention will generally preserve both. I spe«k from 
my own sad experience when I say, that in nine cases out of ten, the 
broken health of students is their own fault, the natflral consequence of 
their ignorance or their carelessness. I cannot enlarge on this subject, but 
mnst content myself with saying that it Is my settled conviction, alter con- 
Biderable and careful observation, that where one student has been broken 
down by hard labor and unavoidable disease, ten have been killed by need-, 
less exposure and sheer neglect, or by eating and drinking, or by to- 
bacco and laziness. "The times of this ignorance God winked at, but 
now, commandeth all men to repeat." 

To conclude, Mr. Pi^sident, I hope the Education Society will be abl« 
to accomplisli three things, and that too during the present generation ; 
namely, 1st. The thorough discipline of the iniillectual powers of ell who 
enter the sacred ministry ; 3d. The making of the study of theology to con- 
sist in the study of the Bible; and 3d. The demonstrating that the ruining 
of the health, without some specific dispensation of Providence as its cause, 
is K tiolatiou of the Ten Conunandmenta. 



DR. ALDEN'S ADDRESS, ON MOVING THE SECOND RESOLUTION. 

Mr. PreaidaU, — An elaborate argument will not be required to prove that 
the operations of your Society are necessary. 

While the command of the risen Saviour, "Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature," stands unrevoked upon the statute 
book of Heaven, and while six hundred millions of perishing immortals have 
none to break to them the bread of life, no Christian will need argument to 
convince him, tbat something should be done for the renovation of a dying 

Others may boast of the dignity of human nature, — the advance of intel- 
lectual attain men Is, —the progressive improvement of the age ;— but the 
humblest disciple in the ^buol of Christ has learned this fundamental truth, 
The gospel provides the only remedy for the miseries of /alien man. 

This remedy, to be efiectnal, must be difiiiaed — not merely as it meets 
the eye upon the printed page — but addressed to the eai>, by the living 
voice, and reiterated until it finds access to the heart. This is the plan of 
God's appointment; and Christian enterprise must perform the work. 

But where shall mioiatera be found ? Who will search out the dark 
abodes of human misery, and make known the efficacy of the gospel P 

The American churches have only nine thousand ministers of all evan- 
gelical denominations, to supply their own population of almost fourteen 
Bullions, — a population increasing in the ratio of a thousand every day ; 
while the whole number of candidates for the aacred office, able and willing 
to educate themselves, is scarcely sufficient to fill the vacancies by deat^ 
a* they occur in the churches already formed. Four millions of our own 
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people, and countlesa multitades in other laDda, mnst receive preschcn from 
iDBtitutioDS such aa yours, or periab without a knowledge of a Savioar.- 

And how shall they be qualified P For on novicea flie presbytery have 
received no authority to lay their handa. 

Shall the churches bo required to furuiah raeane to give your beneficiaries 
an education entirely gratuitoua ? They will do ttw, if yon make it appear 
plainly to be their duty. But you have judged othemiae. Yon do not edu* 
cate young men, you assist them to educate themselvea. Vea afford theni 
aid, substantial, even indispensable ; but, aa a condition of its bestoinneDt, 
Teqnire their own best efibrts. You help those only who are willing to help 
themsekea. 

And this peculiar feature of your charity ia sustained by public sentiment 
and is entitled to public confidence. 

It effectually excludes ftom the ministry the indolent, the insincere, and 
the irresolute, who dread personal responsibility more than they dread sin; 
while it brings out from tbe field, the workshop, or the fishing boat, the 
hardy sons of enterprise, who, in de&ult of other offerings, give themselves, 
and qualifies them to become laborers in the vineyard of the Lord, 

This measure comports weli with our republican feelings, habits, and 
inatitutions. It awakens enterprise. It rouses all the dormant faculties of 
the soul, and concentrates them upon one great object It fumishea that 
ready tact of originating new plans of doing good, of adapting means to 
ends, and overcoming obstacles, which is essential to sncceas. It creates 
independence, energy and stability of character — important in conducting 
any great enterprise to a successful result — but indiapensabte to the high- 
est usefulness of an ambassador of the King of kings. 

But, Sir, there is another excellence in your system which cannot foil to 
recommend it to every philanthropist as well as Christian,— its influence 
upon health and life. 

It has a direct tendency to produce and to preserve that corporeal vigor 
scarcely less needful in these times to a minister of Christ than a cultivated 
' mind. It furnishes young men with an adequate inducement to occupy 
their intervals of relaxation from close study, in some active and honorable 
employment ; — and thus, it incidentally protects them against that nervous 
aenaibdity and mental depression whict^ render duty irksome, and life a 
burden. 

Let it not be thought that this is an affair of small importance. 

Of what avail are the charities of the church, the labors of instructors, 
and the assiduous application of our beloved youth to preparatory studies, 
if, after all, your beneficiaries are educated, not for the pulpit, but the 

, , IS fellen to my lot, 

to stand by the bedside of a promising young man preparing lur the minis- 
try, and wipe from his pale forehead tae cold sweat of death, and perform 
the lost sad office of friendahip, over whose srive it ought to be inscribed 
for the benefit of the living, "Lost to the church for want of appropriate 



And who will undertake to estimate the evil which tbe world snstains by 
an event like this ? 

Had Worcester, or Evarts, or the beloved Cornelius, been removed 
during the years of preparatory study, can it be shown, that the cause of 
missions, or of education for the miniatry, would have been in their present 
flourishing condition ? — And if those valuable lives, or either of them, could 
have been protracted through ten additional years, who can tell that a train 
of moral means might not have been put in motion, which would have sup- 
ped the world with Bibles ift a quarter of a century, and removed the cuiee 
of slavery sooner than the philanthropists of the present day can agree upon 
the h«8t method of attempting it 
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Do the chDiches knoir tlwt the average period of haman life, even in 
tbis fovored Isnd, is less than thirty years, instead of three score years 

Do nunisters and candidates for the sacred office realize, that, if by as 
infringement of tlie laws of life they hurry themsekeB into an untimely 
grave, they inflict an irreparHble injury upon a cause which is dear to the 
heart of everlasting love ? 

Sir, I look upon the American Education Society as a great Savings 
Institution for the church of Christ But let it never be forgotten that the 
treasure is in earthen vessels, and these too must be carefully' protected, oi 
that moral influence which God has intrusted to your care will never reach 
its final destination. 

The church is engaged in a great work. She has undertaken the moral 
renovation of the world. In obedience to the command and under the- 
immediate guidance of her Lord, she is sending her heralds into every 
Iwid, to rosie known the way of life, and to unfurl the banners of the 
cross. — And she needs men — men of muscle as well as mind — men who can 
endure hardness as good soldiers of Jesus Christ, who can deny themselves, 
and, if need be, sleep quietly on "Jacob's pillow," as well as wrestle eam- 
eatly with Jacob's Lord. Such men the exigeocies of the times demand ; 
they are needed as pioneers in the world's conversion. And such your plan 
of education is adapted to furnish. 

Your beneficiaries have all been trained in the hard school of adversity. 
They have learned from their own experience to feel deeply for the woes 
of others. Through your inatru mentality the^ have also learned the aua- 
taining power of Christian sympathy — not painfully, creating obligations 
never to be cancelled, but like the rains and the dews of heaven, as they 
fall upon the labors of the husbandman, quickening bim to duty, excitiag 
bie gratitude, and awakening in hia heart a disposition to make some appro- 
priate returns to that great Being, who sways the destinies of men, and is 
the author of all kind influences. 

Beneficiaries, educated with such feelings and habits, will not disappoint 
the expectations of the church. Those beloved men who have already en- 
tered the field have not done it; nor will tiie humble individuals, who come 
from the mountains and the forests to be instructed by the bounty of which 
you are the almoners. They will one day gladden your hearts, and cause 
new joy among the heavenly hosts, when, in far distent lands, they shall be 
honored as the instruments of turning back the captivity of Zion, and bring- 
ing forward that great day, when the wilderness shall flourish as the garden 
of the Lord. 

Mr. President, the plan you have adopted is essentially the same which 
God in his providence has chosen in every great exigency of the church. 

Moses was learned in all the wisdom of Egypt, yet was not qualified to 
be A leader of the hosts of Israel until he had passed a long pilgrimage in 
the wilderness of Midian. 

David was fitted for the Important station he was called to occupy, by 
following in boyhood the business of a shepherd, and by enduring for- 
wards almost every variety and degree of suffering. 

The most eminent of the prophets " of whom the world was not worthy," 
were "destitute, afflicted, tormented." "They wandered in deserts and in 
mountains, in dens and caves of the earth." 

And the divine Saviour condescended to be occupied during the early 
period of his humanity in a mechanical employment, and selected his chief 
apostles from among those who had been inured to poverty, hardship, and 
self-denial. 

The ministry is an honorable, but a laborious service. Your beneficiaries 
are ill to be qualified as leaders, nnder the Captain of their salvation, to 
fight the battlei of the Lord. They will be required to contend "against

principalities, Bgaioat powers, against tbe rulera of the dallnMB of this 
ivorid, against spiritasj wickedness in bigh places." And how shall tbeybe 
fitted for tl\e trust ? 

Would you qualify the mariner to sleep npoo the ocean wave by pro- 
viding him in hoyhood with a bed of down ? 

Would you give the soldier courage by Biclnding hiin to early life ftoia 
participating iii scenea of danger ? 

Would you train up a missiooary of the cross for a Kfe of toil, of self- 
denial, and entire devotion to the service of the Most High, by taking away 
for a time tbe exercise of those very virtuea which lie at the fbnndatian of 
his future usefulness ? 

No, Sir. Whatever traits of character you wish men to exhibit in active 
life, they must he taught in youth. 

' If you would have tha ministry to hang as a dead weight npon the church 
through all future time, educate your beneficiaries gratuitoualy ; — make 
them feel that yon nre Iheir debtors ;— -let theoi cherish no aenae of personal 
responsibility. 

But if you would have the prieathood to be men of might— stand aid 
bearers to carry forward the banilers of the Cross to victory, train them 
from the beginning to recognize their personal obligations. — Let them look 
to the blessing of God upon their own efforts for success, ud to the retribu- 
tions of eternity for their final reward, 



SKETCH OF PRES. BATES'S ADDRESS. , 

Sir, eud Dr. Bates, as he rose and addressed the President of the 

Society, I hold iu my hand a resolution, ^rhicb, with your leave, I will fay 
and by read for the consideration of this assembly. But, Sir, I must 
he permitted to indulge Si preliminary reflection, suggested by the occasioit 
and tbe scene before me. As I have been sitting on this stage, aod listen- 
ing to the interesting report of your worthy Secretary, and the forcible re- 
marks of the gentlemen who have just spoken, my mind has been carried 
back to other days and other beloved men of God, who seventeen years 
ago advocated the same cause, and assisted in organizing this Society, in 
this very house. Yes, Sir, seventeen years ago, I saw standing in that 
pulpit, and urgitig for the first time on the public mind the consideration of 
this subject, a beloved brother, who has long since gone to his resL — Yes, 
Sir, a little more than seventeen years ago, a few ministers and Christians, 
were assembled in this house— in yonder upper room,* to consult one an- 
other and pray together on the subject now before us. But where are the 
beloved men who took tbe lead in that little meeting .' Where are Pierson, 
and Worcester, and Evarta ? — Sir, these recollections are full of interest- 
associations strong and vivid rush upon my mind — emotions tender and 
powerful agitate my bosom — mingled emotions of joy and grief— recollec- 
tions, making the heart sad, and yet animating the soul with hope and the 
most delightful anticipations. Yes, Sir, I remember with what fearful ap- 
prehensions this Association was formed. It is true, we were together, 
with OIK accord. There was no division of sentiment. All saw the defi- 
ciency — the increasing deficiency of able. and faithful ministers of the gos- 
pel. Though we had not then, as has since been done, viewed the desola- 
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Uons of ZioD, in their leu^ &nd breadth, yet we hsd seen eaongh, and 
beard enonzh, to coniincB ue that tomething nuut be done, or the churchea 
would soon have no efficient pastors, and the heathen continue to perish for 
lack or vision. Somtthijtg must be dons, was the common aentiment But, 
toAofJ Aotii 7 was the unanswered and apparently unanswerable inquirj of 
ail. What eovid be done to increase the number of able and faithful thiQ' 
ist:era of Jeans Christ ? We conversed and prayed, and at length, though 
with much fear and trembling, we acted — wo resolved to organize a aociety 
" to aid indig'ent pious young men of talents in obtaining a suitable educa- 
tion for the gospel ministry." I well remember, Sir, the great delibeiatiou 
and caution, I had almost said, reluctance, with which some were brought 
to adopt the resolution — the trembling of the faacds raised in its support. 
The formation of this Society was indeed an experimenL— it was impossible 
to foresee the result. Many doubted the expediency of the attempt; and 
even the most sanguine friends of the project, riover anticipated half the 
beneficial effects, wliich have already resulted from the action of that mem- 
orable day. 

Sir, the experiment has been made, and has succeeded— the remedy for 
the evil, which was then rapidly increasing, has been found. This Society, 
ivith its Branches and Auxiliaries, has settled the question, that the churcli . 
and the world may be and must be furnished with pastors and teachers, by 
the aetiim ufckaAty — by the combined influence. of Christian piety and be- 
nevolence—by associations of praying and enterprising Christians. Id 
view of the origin, progress, and prospects of the Society, Sir, I now pre- 
sent the resolution in my hand, for the action of the Society, and the con- 
sideration of this Christian assembly.

The resolution, Sir, very properly places this Society among the benevo- 
lent associations of the age. It is a friend and companion of them all. It 
makes no pretensions to independent action. It lays no claim to exclusive 
favor. It originates from the same principle ; and seeks with them, the 
same general object. The Roman Orator, as. Sir, you learned from a school 
book of your youth, hafe beautifully said, that all the artfi and sciences are 
bound together by a common chain. And a greater than Cicero, an in- 
spired apostle, recognized the same principle of union among the Chiistian 
graces and virtues, when be gave the comprehensive direction to Christiaits, 
" Add to your faith virtue, and to virtue knowledge, and to knowledge tem- 

Eerance, and to temperance patience, and to patience i^odlineBS, and to god- 
ness brotherly kindness, and to brotherly kindness charity." So we dis- 
cover the connecting chain — the harmonizing principle among the evangeli- 
cal societies and benevolent associations which characterize our age and 
country. It is true, the resolution assigns to the American Education So- 
ciety a distoiguisked place among these associations. But the distinctioii 
is that of order, ratlier than of rank— a distinction which may exist among 
equals. They are mutually de^^ndent — all on each, and each on all. Still, 
like &ith among the Christian graces, this Society seems to sustain a pecu- 
liarly intimate and direct relation to all the rest. Are they viewed as a 
circle ? thia is the centre. Are they contemplated as an arch ? this is the 
key-stone. Are they spoken of as constituting one great temple — a build- 
ingf of God ? this lies at the very foundation. For, without the operationa 
of this Society, what could the Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 
or the Home Missionary Society, or, indeed, any of our benevolent asaocia- 
tioDS, accomplish ? They must have missionaries and agents ; and therefore 
dieii dependence on the efficient operations of this Society is peculiarly 
direct and exceedingly obvious. 

The resolution, Sir, claims for this Society " the prayers and patronage of 
all who love the Redeemer," And the claim needs no labored argument 
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fbi its support The whole tendency of the Society, both direct U)d cot- 
lateral, both immedmle aod remote, is salutary and favorable to the cause 
of leligioQ and the highest interests of the human race. It dicectly in- 
creases the number of ministers, and thus helps to supply the great defi- 
ciency, bj encourogiug some to seek an adequate education, vho, without 
its aid, could Dot have pursued the requisite course of study. It directly 
promotes the same cause, by elevating the standard of ministerial quulifica- 
tions — by aiding many in obtaining a finished education, who else would 
have rushed into the work unprepared — run before they were sent — ajid 
hence fallen under the apostolic curse of the novice. Let it not be said. Sir, 
that because some men of superior miods and peculiar energy of character 
have done good, and evep distinguished themselves in the ministry ; there- 
fore learning, and the discipline of a liberal and thorough education are use- 
Tho reasoning which leads to such a conclusion is false ; the argu- 
■ No, f 



ment is unsound. No, Sir, knoieUdge it poteer, and education ii 
of the eospel — sanctified learning is moral power. How much more g'ood 
would these distinguished self-taught men have done, if to their native 
genius and superior talents had been added the discipline and refinement of 
a liberal education ? The people, Sir, want able as well as good ministers ; 
and they will have such or none. In the midst of all the dearth of the 
preached word, and all the calls for pastors and teachers, there arc in some 
portions of the land many. calling themselves ministers of the word, who 
cannot obtain a settlement. The churches desire ttachert as well as pas- 
tors ; and tliose who would teach, must first learn — must be " scribes well 
instructed unto the kingdom of heaven " — must be " mighty in the Scrip- 
tures." I verily believe. Sir, that one man of God, thoroughly trained for 
the work of the ministry, is capable of exerting more moral power on the 
community, and of accomplishing a greater sum of good for mankind, than 
ten ^ust such men, equally pious and equally talented, without education, 
despised as they wilt be, by learned infidels, and pitied even by bditners of 
taate and judgment, • 

Sut, Sir, these direct and obvious beneficial infiuences of tlie Society, do 
not constitute the whole of its claims upon the prayers and patronage of the 
Christian community. Its collateral and indirect effects, though less evi- 
dent, have not been less important to the cause of Christ. By diffusing in- 
formation, and showing the wants of the church and tlie world, it has 
induced many pious young men who did not need its charities, to devote 
theniselves to the work of the ministry ; and by the application of their own 
resources, or the aid of pious friends, to seek an adequate education. The 
reports and other publications of the Society, have coDtaioed facts and state- 
ments calculated to touch the heart of piety ; and many a pious youth, aa 
he has read them, and as the mesBage of the Lord has fallen on-his ear, 
" Whom shall we send, and who will go for ua," has been affected at the 
view of his perishing fellow men, and said, "Ilere am I, send me." Pious 
parents too, like Hannah of old, have brought their Samuels to the temple, 
and dedicated them to its sacred service, . Nor has the indirect influence 
of this Society on the order and piety of our colleges been small or unim- 

Crtant. You remember. Sir, when you and I were students at college, 
w few were the professors of religion in the institutions with which we 
were respectively, connected — and how difficult it was to maintain aothority 
and preserve order. But now the whole scene is changed. In the little 
college with which I am connected, out of about 120 students, more than 
70 are professors of religion, and the consequence is general order and in- 
dustry ; and that, without the necessity of asserting authority, or applying* 
the penalties of law. This change is not indeed to be attributed direcfly 
to the influence of the Society ; for only a portion of the pious studentB are 
beneficiaries ; but it may safely be ascribed to the Society as the remote 
MUK. [Here PrendetU Bates referred with approbation to the sentiments 
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•' 

of ProfeBsor Stove and Dr. Alden, on the sabject of health ; and apoke at 
large on the necessity of makiag improve mente in our plans of phjsitJal 
edDcatioo — suggested a plan which he had in contemplation; aod gave it 
aa his opinion, that reliance mast be placed on the Directors of the Ameri- 
can Education Society, and the example and influence of beneficiaries, to 
give sncceas to the experiment, and render manual labor at our colleges 
popular, and an efficient preventive of dyspepsia, &c.] 

The Society, said President Bates, has done much, directly and indirectly, 
to raise up an able, pious, and efficient ministry. But, Sir, continued he, it 
has much more to accomplish. Its work is not done, nor will it be done 
while onr churches are increasing in number more rapidly than the increase 
of ministers — while every efficient minister, by his instrumentality, is found 
to have prepared the way for two others — while the demand for laborers ia 
thus far from being diminished — while, indeed, tlie Macedonian ciy is wax- 
ing louder and louder, " Come over and help us." — Still, therefore, does it 
need ytmr prayers and your patronagt, And, Sir, shall it not'have them? 
" The harvest is plenteous and laborers are few." Churches are springing 
up in the wilderness, and- want pastors. The heathen are perishing for 
lack of vision, and missionaries must be sent to them, or they will continue 
to perish. Tlie world is to be converted ; and converted by the preaekitK 
of the gospel. Missionaries from America must bear apart — a disbnguished 
put in this great enterprise. [Here President B. spoke of the enterprising 
character of American youth, and the favorable influence of our institutioos 
in preparing missionaries qualified for the work ; and concluded by an ap- 
peal to the hearts of the assembly.] — Sir, said he, is it true, that the repent- 
ance of one sinner— the conversion of a single soul, is an event of so much 
importance, as to cause joy in heaven ? — Is it true, that the world still lieth 
in wickedness ? — Is it true, that in the wisdom of God, those that believe 
are to be saved by the preaching of'the word ?— Is it true, that Christ com- 
mands his disciples to " go forth, &c." and to " pray to the Lord of the har- 
vest to send," &c. Is all this true ? and shall we not pray and act— pnCy 
more fervently and act more efficiently, till this glorious work shall be done, 
and the kingdoms of this world shall have become the kingdoms of the 
Ldtti and of his Christ ? 



SKETCH OF REV. MR. LINSLEyS ADDREaS.

Mr. Linsley invittid attention to the actual want of ministeia. In this 
country, 3 or 4,000 ministers were needed to supply existing wants. But 
as nearly as could be calculated, only about 300 a year entered the ministry. 
Half of these— 150 — were wanted to supply the place of those removed by 
death ; and 50 more for the service of literary and theological institutions 
and benevolent Societies — leaving only 100 for destitute congregations. 
Now our population was increasing at the rate of some 1,000 every day — 
and adding six or seven congregations a week to be supplied. The in- 
crease of ministers, as before mentioned, being only two a week, there was 
an increase of 4 or 5,000 weekly, or from 3 to 300,000 annually, to our des- 
titute population. 

But this was not all. There were other urgent demands on the services 
of this 100. A few years ago, none were called for, for the service of sea- 
men. Now they must not only be stationed in all our sea-ports, but along 
our canals, and riven, and lakes, and in distant quarten of the globe, 
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wherever AmericBQ conunerce reachea, and AmericEui seunen hm foimd. — 

Yet more. Consider the call of tbe American Board for fifty raissiouariea 
tliia year — a demand which the Report characterized as 'peremptory.' 
That demand, too, nonld be rapidly increasing, and we should soon bare to 
■end into tbe foreign field, hundreds instead of unite. 

Mr. L. concluded with some remarks on the efforts of infidels and Ro- 
manists, and an earnest appeal to young men, and the parents and friends 
of young men, in favor of their immediate consecration, in &r greater aum- 
ben, to tbe service of Christ in the ministry. 



SKETCH OF REV. MR. FLUMMER'S ADDRESS. 

Tbe ReT. William S. Plummer, of Petersburg, Virginia, seconded tbe 
fourth resolution, and made some additional remarks. It vna true, he 
said, that we wanted a great many miniaten in this country. In 
Virginia, so many wera wanted, that they must have several hundreds 
before they could tell how many would be required. At present, the 
additional supplies only increased the apparent demand. They had per- 
haps one educated evangelical misister to 12,000 souls. But he remem- 
bered a letter of Gordon Halt, in which he spake of himself as the only 
miniater of 12,000,000, and in China they had but one to 100,000,000. Now 
onr commisBion was, not to preach the gospel in Ihis country meiely ; the 
message is for ai,l. The command is, " Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature." Dr. Chalmers had remarked a preva- 
lent aversion to the first word. People Were very ready to pnach^but the 

going ! Such a feeling would not answer. Wo to the man who curtails 

and circumscribes the command ! Wo must expand ourselves. We must 
send our pastors abroad, if need he. It was delightful to him, in attending 
the mcetinga at New York, and Philadelphia, and Boston, to see how all 
the dear brethren had got the loorld into their heads. Whatever subject 
was up, they could not limit themselves — their hearts embraced a teoiid 
lying^m wickedness."

VIEWS OF FORMER BENEFICIARIES ON REFUNDING, 

"The remainins' sum loaned to me from the funds of the American Edu- 
cation Society, wSl be fonvarded at the time specified, with the interest due 
npon the same. This money I not only feel it a duty, but a privilege to re- 
fund, knowing that it will again be appropriated to pious and indigent young 
men, in a course of preparation for the gospel ministry. Of all the debts 
contracted by me in the progress of my studies, I pay none more cheerAiIly 
than this, as well from the conviction Uiat without help Irom your Society I 
could not have obtained an education, as that the money when retomed 
will be devoted to tbe advancement of that cause so dear to the heart of 
ererj tnte Christian." 

" Yoni communication has been received, and nothing can be more obvi- 
amlj juit thaa the suggestions advanced in it Much leas force (if reason- 
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ing tkui u contained in your lattN, is neceuoij to enable me to ftol tiie 
oblig&tiozi of reflinding irhet 1 received from tlie funda of that Societf of 
wliich you are the Treaaurer." 

" Your communication to me was duly received per mail. I fully accord 
witii yotir views as eipreaaed, of the saorednesa of the funds of the Ameri- 
can Education Society. They are raised for a high object, and should be 
devoted to no other. The fact, too, that they are partially derived tVom 
" the hard earning of the pious poor," invests them with a character which 
imperiously demands there should be no malappropriadon of them. To ren~ 
dec myself qualified for the goapel ministry, waa the early and continued 
wiah of piy hearL And ao long as I received, aid from your Society, it was 
m; heart's desire uid wish so to do. Those funds were received bynie'in 
good faith.' Sat circumstances not under my CDutrol, finally induced me 
to abandon the object. It waa done with deep reluctance — for it bed been 
the cherished purpoae of yeara. You will readily perceive, that I muat be 
impBtient to liquidate any claime which the American Education Society 
' Eo&y have upon me." 

" Your fiivor came to hand this day, " and merits an early reply. I am 
awai« that the constitution of the Education Society requires ail who re- 
ceive aid from its funds to pay back the amount as speedily as possible. I 
hope also, that no one will be found among, its beneficiaries so ungratefnt 
and regardless of Chriatian obligations as to refuse compliance with the 
rules of that Society, without whose aid he must have been deprived of the 
high privilege of preaching the gospel of peace to his dying fellow men. 
Bo for as it regards myself, I can truly say it haa been my conatant purpoae 
to reliind the whole amount as early as I should he blessed with the ability 

"I would, were it possible, express the obligations of gratitude which I 
t^el to those who have acted as the agents of the Christian community, 
through whose instrumentality I was assisted in my preparation for the 
great work in which I am now engaged. Please express my thanks to the 
Directors of the Society, and assure them of my ardent desire for the pros- 
perity and continued success of a Society which has already done so much 
to iiirnisb the world with the gospel of salvation. 

" It is my present purpose to refund, in some way, aU the money I have 
received from the Society. This will however depend on future circum- 
stances which I cannot control." 

" Your vei7 kind and atFeotionate appeal to me in behalf of the American 
Education Society, was received by the last mail save one. It was directed 
to F , on the north side of the Missouri river. Having been de- 
tained in that ofBce for a long time, it was at last remailed for B , 

where I reside. I regret this circumstance, as it has prevented my prompt 
reply to a call from a Society, to which I am indeed for the precious priv- 
ilege of preaching the gospel of Christ. ^^P 

"I also regret that my response coming late must be what it is. My 
heart sickens and swells with grief over the operations of dire necessity. 
But neither the tears which I have often shed in private, nor the prayers 
which I have offered to Him who seeth in secret and rewardeth openly, nor 
the efforts which I have made to burst the bands of poverty, hare ever 
enabled me to discharge the debt of justice, gratitude, and love, which I 
owe to yonr Society. ' 

" Your Society haa been remembered by me, with deep felt gratitude and 
hope. I have looked to It for a supply of these immense moral wastes in 
the West, and i atill hrak to it Praymg that the Ood of heaven may ever 
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blen and prosper your efforts to edacate poor tni pioaa youn^ men &i the 
ministry, I am with sincere affection your brother in the gospel." 

"I feel under very great obligations to the American Education Society, 
1 feel a deep interest in iL« prosperity. I long since redeemed my written 
obligations, but cannot feel satisfied with myself till I. have refunded all that 
I have received from your treasury. Last year I sent you — — — ; now I 
send you what I can spare Irom e small salary. Providence smiliag, I hope 
at some time to refund all that I owe in this respect, to the church and to 
the cause of benevolence." 

" It was not till recentiy, that I bad finally concluded to change my inten- * 
tion of entering the ministry. This I have done after mature and prayerful 
reflection, fully believing that I can be more useful, and subserve the canse 
of religion not less efficientiy, by devoting myself to the profession of edu- 
cation, than to that of theology. I am now in a situation where I have 
every reason to expect that I shall soon be able to refund the whole sum 
with interest, loaned me by the Education Society. There is no debt which 
I consider more sacred than this ; and no cause in which I feel a deeper 
interest, than that in which your Society is engaged, I would express the 
deep and sincere gratitude I feel for the aid your Society afforded ma in 
the prosecution of my studies, without which I should still have been follon- 
ing the plough." 

"My heart and judgment fully respond to the sentioientB of yonr letter. 
I do, indeed, consider the funds of the American Education Society, as the 
avails of Christian self-denial and hard earnings, consecrated to the service 
of Christ's church, and that only. I shaft ever esteem it a privilege and an 
honor, to acknowledge that I was thought worthy of your patronage. I 
have never for a moment turned my face from the ministry, though circum- 
stances beyond my control have retarded my progress in preparation for h. 
' " Though I have for some months been a licensed preacher, yet I am full 
in the purpose to refund principal and interest, as soon as Providence shall 
put it in my power. 

" While 1 esteem it a privilege to denominate the American Education 
Society my jiarenE, I hope they may never have occasion to blush, when 
they acknowledge me among tbeir adopted sons." ' 



RULES OP UNION, 

Ataatndcd End *nBl!j secspwRiThe Bond of ffireelon of the PiMbjtsrisii Breiicli,Biid eoe- 
cur»d in b;tlio Piroctmi of Ihs FiTent Sosiet;, July 13. 1S31. 

Wbebeab it has been represented to this Board, that the interests of 
the American Education Society would be promoted by a re-organization 
of the Presbyterian Branch, so as to extend its operations within the terri- 
torial limits of the Presbyterian Church, and tie Board being anxious to 
afford every facility for accomplishing the object which the Society has in 
view, it is agreed on the part of this Board, That hereeiter, the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the American Education Society, witfun the territorial 
limits of the Presbyterian Church oat of New England, be committed to 
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tbe FreBbytetiaD Branch, if agreeable to said Branch, in confonnit; with 
the following arrangeneiit or plan of union : 

1. The Branch Society to modify its constitution suitably to the e:(tension 
of ita operations within the proposed limits. 

S. The principles and rulea of the American Education Society, as ex- 
isting at tbe time of this arrangement, or as tbey may b^bereafter deter- 
mined, with tbe concurrence of the Presbjrteriitn Society, to be received, 
and observed in all cases where tJiey are capable of being applied. 

3. Tbe Presbyterian Society to assume all the engagements of the Atner- 
icaji,within the Umits mentioned ; and the two Societies shall, as they may 
be able, render pecuniary aid each to tbe other, whenever the immediate 

■ wants of either shall require. 

4. Branch Societies, or Agencies, within tho above limits, to hold the 
esnae relation to the Presbyterian, which they have heretofore held to the 
American Society, and to make aU their returns to the former, uoleas such 
Branch Societies or Agencies shall dissent from this arran^ment 

5. The vote of the eiccutivo authority of tbe Presbytenan Society upon 
all applications for patronage, for dismission, or for cancelling of obligations 
of beneficiarieB within its limits, and upon all matters relating to the stand- 
ing of young men under its patronage, shall be final ; but a report of the 
same, fully and accurately made out, with the schedules, original or copied, 
upon which the votes are founded, to be forwarded quarterly to the Parent 
Society and deposited in its archives. 

6. Notes of beneficiaries under the care of the Presbyterian Society to 
belong to said Society, and to be held and collected iiy its Treasurer in the 
some manner as heretofore by the Treasurer of the Parent Society ; but a 
list of all monies received by tbe Presbyterian Society, to be forwarded 
quarterly by the Treasurer of the same to the Treasurer of the American 
Society, for publication in its Journal. 

7. Beneficiaries of either Society to be admitted to equal privileges, with- 
out re-ezami nation, oO'tiiansferring their relation ftom one Society to the

President Edwards, in his account of the revival of Religion in New 
England in bis day, speaking in respect to the educating of youth in our 
colleges fbr the ministry, remarks ; " I would say in general, that it appears 
to me, that care should be taken some way or other, that those societies 
(colleges) should be so regulated, that they should, in fact, be nurseries of 
piety ; otherwise, they are fundamentally ruined and undone, ae to their 
main design, and most essential end. They ought to be so constituted, 
that vice and idleness have no living there ; which are intolerable in soci- 
eties, where main design is to train up youth in Christian knowledge and 
eminent piety, ta fit .them to be pastors of the flock of the blessed Jesus. 
I have heretofore had some acquaintance with the afiairs of a college, and 
esperieuce of what belonged to its tuiUon and government ; and I cannot 
but thinlc that it is practicable enough, so to constitute such societies, that 
there should be no being there without being virtuous, serious and diligent. 
It seems to me to be a reproach to tbe land, that ever it should be so with 
our colleges, that^ instead of being places of the greatest advantages for 
true piety, one cannot send a child thither without great danger of his be- 
ing infected as to bis morals, as it has certainly sometimes been' with these 
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societiea. If ire pretend to hsve any colleges tX aU, andsr anjr notion of 

training up youth for the ministry, there should be aome way found oot that 
should certainly prevent its being thus. And, as thorough and effectual 
care should be taken that vice and idleneas are not tolerated in these soci- 
eties, so certainly, the design of them requires, that extraordinary meane 
should be used in them, for training up the. students in vital religion, and 
experimental and prantlcal godliness, so that they should be holy societies,' 
the very place should bo es it were sacred. They should be in the midst 
of the land fountains of piety and holiness. There is a great deal of paina 
taken to teach the scholars human learning; there ought to be as much, 
sod more care, thoroughly to educate them in religion, and lead tbem to 
true and eminent holiness. If the main design of these nnreeries, is to 
bring np persons to teach Christ, then it is of the greatest importance that 
there should be care and pains taken, to bring those that are educated, to 
the knowledge of Christ It has been common in our public prayers, to 
call these societies, the schools of the prophets. And if they are schools to 
train up youi^ men to be prophets, certainly there ought to be extraor- 
dinary care taken to train them up to be Christians. And I cannot see why 
it is not, on all accounts, fit and convenient for the govemora and instruo- 
tors of tiie colleges particularly, einglj and frequently to converse with the 
' ■■ "b about the state of their souls." - 



Dear Brethren, — The special object of this communication is to direct 
your attention to the Annual Concert of Prayer, in behalf of the American 
Colleges. This Concert was established in 1823. "The last Thursday of 
February in that year was set spart by "a number of the friends of Zion, 
as a season of fasting, and spiritual and united prayer, that God would poor 
oiit his Spirit on the colleges of our country." Prom that time to the 
present, this day has annually been observed by multitudes, who love Zion 
and pray for her prosperity. The last Thursday of February is rapidly ap- 
proaching. Perjnit me, then, to "stir up your pure minds by way of re- 
membrance," to this vastly important subject, and, if possible, secure your 
fervent, importunate, and united intercessions at the throne of grace, on 
that memorable day, that God would cause his Holy Spirit to descend upon 
onr colleges, like a mighty rushing wind. There are several motives for 
the performance of this duty. 

1, God does hear end answer prayer. He has said, "Ask, and it shall be 
given you ;" and he has expressly promised the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him. That God has answered prayer, offered for our seminaries of 
learning, is strikingly manifest. His declaration has been fulfilled, " Before. 
they cdl, I will answer; and while they are yet speaking, I will hear." In 
aome instances, revivals have commenced on the very day of the Concert 
The Lord has been there, by the special influences of his Spirit. In a 
single revival at one of our colleges, sixty individuals were hopefully con- 
verted to God, and in three successive revivals at another college, seventy 
students gave evidence of a change of heart In the year 1B31, there was 
a revival in fourteen different colleges, and between three and four hun- 
dred young men in these Institutions were apparently brought to a knowl- 
edge of the truth, as it is in Jesus. Since the establishment of this concert 
of prayer, more than a thousand individuals in our pubUc seminaries, it is 
believed, have been made the subjects of true vital godliness. Through 
these effusions of the Holy Ghost, what omonnt of good has been accom- 
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idisbed !-^ow much Ulent toi iaSamce have been caoaecnted to Christ 
and the charch, vhlch othenrise , might hsve been -wasted — worse thin 
-wuted ! What a powerful motive to prayer is the cousidention, that.Ood 
faeueth, and anawereth the supplicatioDa of his people ! 

3. A large number of beloved jouth in our colleges Are atiU la an udcod- 
verted state, "having' no hope, and without God in the world." Thia, 
probably, is true of from two thirds to three quarters of the whole number 
of students. How manj of these select young men of our land, each one 
poasEssing^ a soul infinitely more valoabte than ten thouauid worlds, and 
destined to eternal weal or wo, are now crowding the waf to eternal de- 
■IructioD. Human efforts alone are inadequate to save them. The^ must 
everlaatingly periah, unleas God interpose by his grace. And he will con- 
vert and save in answer to prayer. Who, then, will not pray for the con- 
Teiaion of these dear youth? Who will not wrestle with the Angel of the 
covenant, and aay, in the laogaage of prevailing Israel, "I will not let the« 
go, except thou bless them." 

3. Our coUegei exert a mighty influence upon the community. Here 
trill be educated our legielators, judges, lawyers, physicians, and ministers. 
Jdvery one who receives the honors of college wit! affect, by his sentiments 
and ezuuple, at least a thousand souls around him. Those luititutions, 
therefore, will be fountains of (j^rruption and death, or of purity and life. 
How important, thea, that "hoUneas to the Lord," be insciibed upon aU 
our halls of science — that these fountains be pure, sending ibrth healthful 
streams to make glad the city of Ood. But riiouJd the Holy Spirit be with- 
held from them, they would be like the mountains of Gilboa, having do 
dew nor rain. Prayer, therefore, should be made without ceasing of thfl 
churches unto God for them. ■ 

4. By revivals in these Institations of learning, a large number of onx 
youth would be brought into the ministry. Between two and three thou- 
sand, now in a course of education, might thus be secured to Christ and tha 
church. These thousands might preocli the gospel to as many milUatiB, and 
be instrumental in the salvation of multitudes. Let, then, every one who 
has an int«re8t at the throne of grace, pray particularly for revivals of re-, 
ligion in all our collegea— " pray the lord of the harvest that he will send 
forth laborers into his harvest," that lie earth may he gathered. 

In view of the above remarks, dear brethren in Christ Jeans, let your 
spirit be stirred in you. Preaent this subject for consideration at your 
Moutlilj Concert on Tuesday evening, immediately succeeding the fint 
Monday of February. Think, converse, and pray much respecting it Re- 
member it especially in your prayers the evening betbre the day of concert^ 
BJid sanctify yourselves for the occasion, by ezamintag your own hearts, 
confessing your sins, and beseeching God ^r Christ's sake to formve yon,' 
and pt^are you for the solemn services of fasting and prayer. When the 
d^ of deep and affecting interest shall come, rise early in the morning and 
offer your sacrifice. Spend the season in faating, supplication, and other 
religious dutiea, unless college exercises should necessarily interfere with 
BDc£ a disposition of your time. Dear brethren, pray with the spirit of 
Jeremiah, when he pathetically exclaimed, "O that my head were waten, 
and mine eyes a fountain of teaia, that I might weep day and night for the 
slain of the daughter of my people!" Pray m fcith and hope— pray till the 
blessi^ come. "What thin^ soever ye desire," (according to the will 
of Qod,} "when ye pray, believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have 
a^m." " And it shall be aaid in that day, Lo ! this ia our God ; wfl have 
waited for him, ud he will aave oa ; this w the Lord ; we have waitad fer 
Urn, we will ba glad naA rcrjoice ia his salvation."
